The plea of mistaken identity ‘which 
was at first suggested ‘as the probable 
defense of Mrs.. Dora Doxey, who, 
with her’ husband, Dr. .L., B. Doxey, 
is dharged with the death of William J. 
Erder, ‘will not be presented. Former 
Lieutenant-Governor .Charies *P. John- 
son, who has been taken into. the case 
with former Judge Orrick Bishop, told 
a Post-Dispateh reporter Monday that 
it did‘ not seem that such a defense 
would hold. He bases this: opinien on 
the fact that several persons have iden- 
tified Mrs. Doxey as Erder’s wife. 

Gov. Johngon declared that a defense 
for the Doxeys would not be formally 
outlined until after indictments heave 
been returned. me suggested that the 
question of poisons and their agrees will 
enter largely into. the trial. 

The attorney finds fault with failure 
of the post-mortem surgeons to examine 
all ef the vital organs of. Erder into 
which arsenic or other poison Would be 
likely to aasemble. He. holda that the 
fact that arsenic was found in certain 
organs is not conclusive proof that the 
poigon permeated the system. 

Gov. Johneon further said that the 
question as to whether Erder was ad- 
dicted to the use of arsenic or other 
optates, wil) probably be one of the de- 
fenses. It te the theory that the poison 
found in Erder’s body was self-admin- 
istered. 

Dr. Doxey will not be permitted to. see 
his wife in jail except.on urgent cocca- 
sions. He was not allowed-to visit her 
Sunday.

Actress Declares Mrs. Slay- 
back Slandered Her to Young 
Millionaire. 





LETTERS AS EVIDENCE 





Young Woman Says Promi- 
nent Society People Will 
Testify in Her Suits.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Bessie De Voie, 


in private life, Bessie Van Dprn, the 
little dancer who is suing Frank Jay 
Gould for $260,000 for alleged fraud in 
connection with a promise she says 
he made to marry her, has supplement- 
ed that action with a suit for $100,000 for 
slander against Mrs. Edna T. Siayback 


of 36 Bast Seventy-fourth street. Mrs. 
Slayback is the wife: of W. A. Slay- 
hack, the junior member of the firm 
of Slayback & Co., brokers, 32 Broad- 
way. 

In the new action Miss De Voie 
swears that statements derogatory to 
her were made by Mrs. Slayback to Mr. 
Gould, and were responsible very large 
ly for the sudden change of heart the 
young millionaire exper'enced in respect 
to Miss De Voie. She says she has 
three witnesses “prominent in New 
York society, whom all the money in 
the world cannot buy.”’ and that they 
will testify in her behalf in the Slay- 
back case, and also in the Gould case, 
which may or may not precede the Slay~ 
back case. 

The action against Mrs. Slayback 
was begun late last October. It was 
not until recently that the process 
servers could find her. When they did, 
according to their story, she vehement- 
ly donied all knowledge of Miss De 
Voie. 

Letters As Eividence. 

Papers in the hands of Miss De Voie’s 
legal advisers indicate that Mrs. Slay-- 
back and her husband were friends 
of the dancer during the days when it 
was expected she would become Mrs. 
Frank Jay Gould. Among these papers 
are letters alleged to have been written 
by Mrs. Slayback inviting Miss De Voie 
to her house, and telling her, aimcng 
other things, she was “crazy about the 
BHaster bonnet” sent her. 

Last Christmas Mrs. Slayback, it is 
said, assisted Mr. Gould in selecting a 
present for Miss De Voie. This present 
‘was a string of pearls. 

Miss De Voie’s lawyers say she was 
sent to Philadelphia when Mrs. F. J. 
Gould’s suit for divorce was pending 
here, but that during that time she fte- 
quently ran over to New York on a visit 
to Mrs. Slayback and at such times met 
Mr. Gould in the Slayback home. 

On one occasion, it is alleged... Mrs. 
Slayback told her she had the two little 
daughters of Frank J. Goula at her 
home and wanted Miss De Voie to meet 
them. Mr, Gould also had expressed a 
wish that the dancer meet his ‘“‘kiddies”’ 
and hoped they would learn to love 
their future mother. 

Actress Seeks Vindication, 

Miss De Voie’s alleged reason for stay- 
ing at the Slayback home whenever she 
came from Philadelphia was that she 
did not care to meet Mr. Gould without 
a chaperone. Her mother was not 
with her at that time. Since : ne has 
been on the stage she has always been 
most careful of the proprieties, her 
friends say, and lawyers who have in- 
vestigated her career declare the stories 
circulated about her since the Gould 
marital troubles are crueNy untrue. 
They say she has brought these actions 
not to recover money, but to vindicate 
herself, 

Miss De Voie is the granddaughter of 
Gen. Van Dorn, who was prominent in 
the Confederate Army and who fought 
against Grant all clong the Mississippi. 
Her father was Dr. Van Dorn of Ken- 
tucky. Her mother’s father was a bank 
president. Her father left a small for- 
tune, which legalities tied up in the 
courts, with the result that the daugh- 
ter, who is now only 24 years old, had 
to go on the stage. 

Asked today whether he cared to say 


| anything about the suit Miss De Voie 


had brought against his wife, Mr. Slay- 
back said: 

“No. I.don’t want to discuss it. I am 
sick and tired of the whole thing.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Charles Wake, 
the close friend of Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook, who has stood by the srooklyn 
explorer while the brcadside of damag- 
ing evidence against Dr. Cook’s sin- 
cerity was steadily gathering, an- 


nounced last night that he no longer 
credited Dr. Cook’s claim that he 
reached the North Pole. Wake says he 
has been deceived, “like many others,’’ 
and that he now accepts the verdict 
of the University of Copenhagen that 
Dr. Cook has presented no tangible 
proof that he ever was at the North 
Pole. 

After the escape from the Hotel Cra- 
matan and tife detectives who are 
shadowing them ‘Dr. Cook and his sec- 
retary went to New York, says Wake. 
He continued: 

From there they went to the Penn- 
sylvania Depot by a circuitous 
route, and Dr. Cook took a train 
for Philadelphia. On the way to 
Jersey City he had his mustache 
shaved off, and exchanged his der- 
by for a soft felt. His parting words 
to Lonsdale were: ‘‘Now, I shall 
be able to get some sleep. Tell 
Mr. Wake I will write him, using 
the name of Harper; but tell him I 
trust him to keep this secret along 

with the rest. 
Surprised at Cook’s Action. 

I was greatly surprised, and at 
first highly incensed, thatsthe doctor 
should leave in this fashion, and for 
the first time began to feel misgiv- 
ings as to his good faith, though I 
did not communicate them to his 

fe, for she was already greatly 
perturbed by his action. I con- 
cluded, however, that the severe 
strain he had been under was an 
extenuating circumstance: that per- 
haps his mind had been affected, 
and that, therefore, he should not 
be held too rigidly responsible for, 
in such an event, 
than ever in need of my friendship. 

Lonsdale sailed, with a copy of the 
records, on the United States on 
Thursday, Nov. 2, and on the fol- 
lowing day Mrs. Cook, who knew 
nothing more about her husband’s 
whereabouts than I did, moved to 
New York. On the next day, Nov. 
27, we received our first word from 
Dr. Cook. It came in the form of 
a letter postmarked Toronto, Ont., 
to Mrs. Cook. In it he told her to 
meet him in Europe at once. “If the 
hounds are still pursuing you,” he 
said, ‘‘put my original records in a 
safe deposit box and ‘leave the key 
with Mr. Wake. 7f they are not fol- 
lowing you, bring the records with 
you. My- life is of more importance 
than the polar matter, which can 

wait if necessary. 

Mr. Wake asserted that Dr. Cook and 
his wife are now’in Europe, apparently 
wandering around, unable to get in 
touch with each. other, that Dr, Cook 
ig traveling as “Frederick Hunter,” and 
that on Dec. 10 he was at the Central 
Hotel in Lisbon, Portugal. On that 
date, Mr. Wake says, he received a 
cablegram from Dr. Cook asking 
“Where is Marie?” 

Mr. Wake says “Marie’’ meant Mrs. 
Cook, and she had sailed from here 
on Dec. 4 with Dr. Cook’s “orginal” 
records of the polar trip, expecting to 
meet her husband on the other side of 
the ocean and go with him to Copen- 
hagen. 

Although Wake says he cabled Dr. 
Cook on Dec. 10 that Mrs. Cook had 
left here Dec. 4, the pair evidently did 
not meet, because on Dec. 14 he received 
a cablegram from Mrs. Cook asking 
where she could find her husband. Mr. 
Wake says he cabled Dr. Cook severa) 
times since, but has not received a re- 
ply. » ‘ 

Mr. Wake also declared that he has 
what he believes to be a copy of Dr. 
Cook’s “record,” as sent to Copenhagen, 
and that he will be quite willing to turn 
it over to the National Geographic So- 
ciety if that society wants it. If it is 
not wanted, Mr. Wake says, he does not 
know just what he will do with it, but 
it ig no_use to him. 


Onee Had Records. 
He has no proof that his copy of Dr. 


Cook's report is an exact copy of Dr. 
Cook’s original records. He said last 
night that the “original records” were 
in his possession at one time, but he did 
not read them. 

“They were in such small writing that 
they could be deciphered only through 
a magnifying glass,” he said. 

These, Wake says, are the papers 
which Mrs, Cook carried off to Europe. 
He gave them to her.

In the American Bankers’ Associa 
tion his influence was always potent for 
sound banking principles and he had 
much to do with shaping the official 
utterances of that body. His financial 
disposition was regarded as conserva- 
tive along lines of sound principle, and 
the banking fraternity regarded his 
counsels as invariably safe. *

Bernstein, one of the younger 
Freffch dramatists, showed us that 
he could write an admilrably effective 
play upon occasion, and in “‘Samson”’ at 
the Olympic. last night he showed us 
that he could write, on other occasions, 
a play as bad as “The Thief’’ was good. 
It’s a roaring but- futile melodrama, 
one of those “‘much cry and MUttle wool” 
plays, in which noise and bluster and a 
general atmosphere of ‘“‘Hades to pay 
and no pitch st’ take the piace of 
genuine dramatic - action whose ‘grip’ 
comes from the story’s inherent interest 
and not from the lung-power of the star

The trouble is that such a play keeps 
you hoping that something really dra- 
matic is sure to happen soon, yet brings 
you to the final curtain with. this hope 
cruelly disappointed and only a baffled 


jnemory of-a vast amount of muscular, 


movement wasted and breath misspent 
in the place of hope fulfilled. 

The hero, for instance, one Maurice 
Brachard, erstwhile brutal longshore- 
man and now France’s greatest finan- 
cler, who believes that Jerome Le Go- 
vain has supplanted him in his wife's 
affections, and who seems to be capable 
of all sorts of big, masculine revenges, 
contents himself with ruining his rival 
financially and spends all the rest of his 
time explaining to the audience that this 
is much more ruthless and terrible than 
if he had kjlled the fellow instead. 

“Aha!” t ferociously-labeled Brach- 
ard seems to be saying at the play’s 
close. Vou madé jove to my wife, did 
you? Well, it cost you all your money 
to do it, my fine laddie-buck—so there, 
now!’’ 

And this doesn’t ‘“‘go’’ across the foot- 
lights aslittle bit. 

Especially when there’s one scene in 
the “big third act” which makes you 
feel that all sorts,of fierce primeval 
things are going, to happen. The hus- 
band and the man whom he believes to 
be loved by his wife are alone together 
in a room with locked doors. The. hus- 
band tells the other man that he knows 
all. They then fume around at a ter. 
rible rate, ultimately snouting into one 
another’s faces like Billingsgate fish- 
wives. At last: they grapple—and noth- 
ing comes of it but one or two squeezes 
of the villain’s throat, followed by the 
husband’s releasing him and letting him 
leave the m unharmed, save in his 
bank account. Yet poor Mr. Hackett 
as Brachard has had to rave and rant 
and indicate what a deadly thing his 
anger is when once aroused, all through 
the play up to this moment, the audi. 
ence surely believing that he wouldn’t 
leave even @ grease spot of Govair if 
once he got his hands on him. 

After this you really don’t care wheth- 
er the wife loves. the husband or not, 
and the fourth, act, in which she says 
she does love him, brings little dramatic 
satisfaction. You feel, somehow, that 
Brachard isa good deal of what siangy 
people call a “‘faise alarm’”’ or a *“‘four- 
card flusher,” and, while you don't ap- 
prove of one man’s killing another, you 
can't quite believe that taking his mon- 
ey away from him is the natura mas- 
culine revenge for the stealing of a 
wife's affections, as Brachard believed 
his wife’s affections te have been stolen.

HERD is no one thing that young
